Most people derive great satislaction from being 
well dressed. The. consciousness of "looking well” is im¬ 
portant psychologically. It. stimulates self respect and 
furnishes confidence. 1.right spring clothes are a sort of 
shining armor with which to greet the possibilities of the 
new year, they contribute an inspiriting note in the sym¬ 
phony ol spring. 

Howe'er these are not normal times, and while super¬ 
ficially it is cheering to think that there has been no in¬ 
clination to dress in garments ol gloom or to exercise re- 
otraint in tne purchase of clothes, yet everyone 1 - realizes 
lliat beneath the suriace of the social life, there are many 
in the cities who are not only without spring clothes but 
without clothes of any sort. These however, are not vis¬ 
ible on the streets to throw a discordant note into the 
bright and lashionaWe throng. 

There are perhaps many who carry on their minds no 
burden of thought ior those less fortunate who are inad. 
equately clothed and poorly fed, so long as they them¬ 
selves are cradled in every comfort. 

But there are many others, who though making a 
brave and well dressed appearance,.nevertheless are deny¬ 
ing themselves many personal indulgences, in order that 
they may pass on a lew necessities to the destitute. One 
finds in conversation with city people that the intelligent 
and humanitarian citizens, are restricting themselves in 
their daily living and giving a helping hand to others. It 
is becoming “good form-” in certain circles to exercise re¬ 
straint in ail forms of hospitality and to adopt something 
of the simplicity which was general during war years. 

Possibility the only reason that this example has not 
been followed in smaller towns, is because townspeople 
are not brought into such daily touch, with the results of 
unemployment as are cities. 

Yet circumstances prevailing at present, are quite as 
worthy of thoughtful consideration as the circumstances 
of wartime. This is an emergency situation quite as 
much as war conditions. A little less Iavishness in pure¬ 
ly personal spending, and a little more generosity toward 
the well-being of the under-nourished children of the 
country, would he most praiseworthy. 

The cry of the day is to spend as you have always spent 
if you can afford it, and thus maintain the circulation of 
money. This no doubt is wise advice, hut it is also im¬ 
portant that intelligence and a certain amount of social 
consciousness go into the spending. Spend in such a way 
that your spending will do most good. 

CASH TO SPARE 

If business 'is below the peak generally, it is a fact 
nevertheless that thousands jf persons have cash to 
spare for amusement. Hockey gates of $15,000 several 
nights in the week are common m this country, while 
over in Groat Bri'ain, multitudes pay to rce frotball and 
other games. A* the internatknul roccer event between 
England and Scotland at . Glasgow, the spectators .lum¬ 
bered 100,000 and railroads reported errrying 35,000 en¬ 
thusiasts from all parts of England for the match. 
These art- not signs of depression.—Hamilton Spectator. 


KEEP YOUK TEMPER 

j Crimes of violence have been sweeping over the country of 
late, and the reader is appalled by the occurrence daily, of 
murders and suicides. These are not crimes in far places 
but have stricken homes and people in our own dominion 
and our own province. Unbelievable deeds have been 
committed amongst ordinary people like ourselves. 

Mercifully, this district so far has continued its peace¬ 
ful course, spared any of these conspicuous horrors. Pos¬ 
sibly our people are of stronger mettle. Certainly they 
have not been so severely tried as have those in many 
parts of the country. 

Underlying the majority of Uiese crimes are stories ol 
discouragement, of pver worry, of a discordant domestic 
atmosphere, and of a final break in self control, all lead¬ 
ing-up to culminating violence. 

And it is "tne circumstances leading up to the crime” 
which issue a warning even to the sanest and calmest, in 
these troublous times. Each one points to a gradual 
yielding to overmastering worry and to temper. 

Even in this relativelyhappydistrict, it is difficult at 
times to fight oil' the depression which hovers, mentally, 
over the country. It requires stamina to remain even- 
tempered and to keep a serene front. Little disagreements 
which normally would he laughed off as nothing, are apt 
to find fertile lodgement and to grow. It is easy to he 
irritable with friends, neighbors and with family. 

But it is only as each individual realizes the necessit) 
for maintaining his self control and a cheerful mental 
state, that the community continues to he “normal.” 

In the last analysis, the enduring happiness of life lies, 
in the serenity of home and neighborhood relationships. 
And the maintenance of that serenity is a responsibility 
of every individual. 

It is inconceivable that anyone in this district will start 
tearing round committing murder and mayhem but it it 
quite conceivable that some may permit themselves to let 
little worries “get them," until those worries assume un¬ 
due proportions. It is quite conceivable that many of us 
are thinking too much of these “hard -times,” and too 
little of the abundance of blessings with which we are 
surrounded—the good rich earth, the green trees, the sun¬ 
shine, the health of ourselves and families, our many kind 
ly and congenial friends. 

Undoubtedly dull times,' require a sturdy mental stam- 
liyi. They bring out the best and the worst in people. Ii 
we can individually and as a community suppress all the 
worst, and develop the best, we will ride out of the shad¬ 
ows triumphantly without any bitter lasting memories. 

COAL MUST BE SOLD 

Although there have been efforts during the past few 
years to solve Alberta's coal problem through Ontario 
markets, the coal mining situation in Alberta still re¬ 
mains as acute in a small way as the world situation in 
wheat, it is evidently as dilficult to dispose of certain 
products within our own Dominion, as it is to dispose of 
others outside the Dominion. Millions of tons of coal are 
imported into Eastern Canada, a great portion of which 
might he shipped from Alberta mines. 

There is at present a drive on through Eastern Canada 
to induce railways in the railway stations, banks and oth¬ 
er large buildings to utilize Canadian coal. 

Whether this will have any result is not known. Pleas 
for Alberta coal have fallen on indifferent ears for many 
- a year. Yet the users of this coal in Ontario speak en¬ 
thusiastically of it, their only complaint being that it is 
not always available when "'anted. Habit and certain ad¬ 
vantages of transportation have disposed them toward 
L’.S. anthracite and the habit is hard to break. 

Dr. G. D. Stanley and Senator W. A. Buchanan are 
both presenting this matter before the Commons and the 
Senate. Senator - Buchanan points out that unless new 
> markets are found for western coal, the mine^ would he 
closed permanently. Miners in Alberta during the past 
year have averaged about two days work a w T eek and a 
large population of Alberta is, as a result, living pre¬ 
cariously, with no reassuring future ahead. 

If the great factories of Eastern Canada, the banks 
and the railways, would use Canadian fuel in their activi¬ 
ties, they would be demonstrating their interest in Can¬ 
ada's industrial recovery, and in the continuance of one 
of the great sources of employment—the coal mining in¬ 
dustry. 

It is not only Alberta miners, but those in Nova Scotia 
who are suffering, because so many Canadians will not 
patronize the.Canadian product.

where individuals may refuse.

He must appear to be 
quite indifferent to all money mat¬ 
ters.

The Wheat Pool representative, 
visiting Soviet Russia for many, 
thousand miles states that the large 
exports of cereal from that country 
will be checked by:

Large section 
where many state farms are located 
are over run by Russian thistle. 

(2) There is a sharp upward 
trend in consumption of cereals, due 
to the greatly increased population 
and the great shortage of other foods 
including meat and dairy products. 

(3) The present inefficiency of 
Russian railroads and inadequate 
grain handling equipment, 

(4) Acute shortage of animals 
for . animal power. 

(5) Acute shortage of skilled 
workers and difficulty in getting suit¬ 
able management. 

On April 20, 1931, only 8,200,000 
acres had been sown to wheat in Rus¬ 
sia compared to more than 50,000,000 
on the same date last year. 

The real reasons for last year’s 
large* exports were; (1) The above 
average crop particularly near export 
outlets; (2) no winter killing in place 
of a high normal; (3) unusually fav¬ 
orable weather; (4) ability of the gov 
ernment to collect grain; (5) the 
strict rationing of bread supplies. 

White Russia’s proximity.to Euro¬ 
pean markets is important. Canada’s 
larger farms and incomparably great¬ 
er efficiency and intelligence of oper¬ 
ations, gives her the , ability to at 
least hold her own in the long run 
against Russian competition."

When Canadians loaned their money to the Government, they 
received bonds which were promises to repay them the sum 
loaned with interest at the rate of 5% or 53^% per annum. On 
the 1st of October next, $5 3,000,000 of these bonds become 
due; on the 1st of November, 1932, the maturity will be 
$73,000,000; on the 1st of November, 1933, $446,000,000; 
and, in 1934, $511,000,000 must be provided for. 

It would not bejirudent, either in the ttuarest of the security 
holders or'tKe country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their payment or conversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. The Government believes this an oppor¬ 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the 
bonds, v/hich they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rate 
of 4HVo per annum, which is a very attractive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid interest at the rate as 
provided bjj the bonds they exchange. 

Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, they will render 
less difficult the task of providing for the future finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 
Government in the present period of worldwide readjustments. 

No money will be asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$250,000,000, but the Government has the right at its discre¬ 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a general desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 
The subscription books will' close on the 23rd of May. 

I earnestly seek the active support of my fellow Canadians in 
making this conversion, which is one of the largest financial 
operations our country has undertaken in recent yeaLTS, credit¬

Alberta" operators ask that domes¬ 
tic coal from this province be speci¬ 
fied for heating stations and buildings 
in Ontario that are now using coke 
and American anthracite. As unem¬ 
ployment conditions in the province 
are serious, it has been urged that 
these orders from the east would help 
materialtY to improve the situation. 


Up to date the Dominion services 
have photographed 380,940 square 
miles vertically and 265,875 obliquely 
and the forests have been mapped 
on 89,440 square mile3. In addition 
the provinces of Quebec, Ontario and 
British Columbia, and several of the 
pulp and paper companies have con¬ 
ducted extensive aerial surveys.

SOIL DRIFTING 


CONTROLLED 


wanted to rent 


Professor Wyatt of the department 
of soils, University of Alberta, offers 
suggestions for the control of soil 
drifting. He advocates amongst oth¬ 
er things, strip farming. This prac¬ 
tice of working-fields in'strips'is ..be¬ 
ing carried on in south-eastern Alber¬ 
ta, apparently with good results. 

The Calgary Herald publishes Pro¬ 
fessor Wyatt’s suggestions. 

The university expert states that 
where one Inch, .of top soil has drift¬ 
ed, there is a loss of phosphorous 
that would cost from forty to fifty 
dollars to replace. Among the con¬ 
trol measures he recommends are: 
Plow, when the soil is moist, if possi¬ 
ble; leave the surface rough; at the 
critical period to keep the surface 
soil ridged at right angles to the 
prevailing wind; alternate strips of 
crop and summerfallow substitutes 
such as com, sunflowers, sweet clover 
and the like; include a fall cereal, 
such as rye, in the rotation; plant 
more trees for windbreaks; .increase 
diversification by keeping more land 
under grass. 

The value of trees in checking the 
force of wind has been demonstrated 
in ail the prairie provinces. It would 
seem that the importance of systema¬ 
tic planting of rows of trees on ev¬ 
ery farm is obvious to all, and yet 
there are thousands of farmers in the 
province who have neglected this 
cheap way of protection against soil 
drifting. A campaign of education 
along this line by the department of 
agriculture would do much good. 

He declares that soil drifting can 
h^ controlled. It is a problem chiefly 
connected with unrotated grain crops. 
Th practice so gent-rally followed in 
the past by Alberta farmers of pleat¬ 
ing wheat crops yee.r after year is 
the cause of most of the trouble. The 
longer the soil is cultivated the great¬ 
er the tendency there will be drift, 
but diversification and systematic ro¬ 
tation, including a certain number of 
grass crops, will do much to check 
soil drifting.
